Carranza’s War Minister 
Confers With Scott and 
Funston About Latest Out- 
rage, But No Agreement 
Reached. 


NEW DEMANDS ARE MADE 
BY AMERICAN GENERALS 


And Obregon Spars for 
Time — Latest Raid Has 
Added to the Gravity of the 
Situation—Funston Lacks 
Troops for a Second Puni- 
tive Expedition. 


El Paso, Texas, May §—Today's con- 
ference. between Generals Hugh L. Scott 
and Frederick Funston and General 


Alvaro Obregon, Mexican minister of 
war, and Juan Amador, sub-secretary 


of foreign affairs, ended late today 
without an agreement having been 
reached regarding the status of the 
‘American troops in Mexico. 


Today’s meeting took place in Gen- 
eral Scott’s private car on the Ameri- 
can side. When or where the next 
meeting would be held was not dis- 


closed. 

When General Obregon returned to 
Queraz he was asked: 

“Ig the conference ended?” 

We smiled, shrugged his shoulders 


and replied: 
“It is just beginning.” 
Situation More Grave. 

A, J. McQuatters, president of the 
Alvarado Mining and Smelting compa- 
ny, was again present at the meeting 
of the American and Mexican repre- 
gentatives. Neither he nor any of the 
ethers would discuss what had taken 
place. “< 

In El Paso tonight the feeling grew 
that the situation had taken on added 
gravity following the bandit raid in 
the Big Bend district. It was re- 
ported on good authority that most of 
today’s conference had to do with the 
raid and the steps to be taken to dis- 
perse bandits in northern Coahuila. 
New demands were presented to the 
Mexican representatives, it was said, 
which would include the co-operation 
of the Mexican’ and American troops 
ijn districts not hitherto touched in the 
negotiations. 

Whatever the reply of the Mexican 
minister of war, it was evident that 
he wished to gain more time. The 
conference began at 4:55 p. m. and 
ended one hour and fifteen minutes 
later. Tonight more telegraphic con- 
versations between Gelieral Obregon 


‘and General .Carranza took place. 


Conference Was Animated. 

The conférees could be seen through 
the window of General Scott’s private 
ear. General Obregon shrugged his 
shoulders now and then and shook his 
head. Generals Scott and Funston ap- 
peared determined and at times spoke 
animatedly.

General Funston refused to indicate 
whether a second expeditionary force 
is to gc into Mexico near Bouquillas, 
but in reply to a question whether a 
report from Washington that troops 
may already have crossed was true, he 
replied that he believed they had “not 
yet” gone over.

' Field Headquarters Near Namiquipa, 
Chihuahua, May 7.—(Via Wireless to 
Columbus, N. M., May  8.)—Twenty 
Wwar-mad Apache Indians acting as 
scouts with the American expedition, 
took a prominent part in the recent 
battle at Ojos Azules, according to re- 
ports brought here today by officers. 

The engagement is the first in which 
the Indians brought here recently from 
the White Mountain ‘reservation of Ari- 
zona have participated. 

Shrieking shrill, weird war whoops, 
the Indians were at the head of the 
charging trobpers of the Eleventh cav- 
alry as they swept through the town. 
They demonstrated their markmanship 
with six shooters, killing a goodly 
number of the fifty-five Mexican vic- 
tims, 

The defeat of the Mexicans was com- 
plete. — 

Two Carranza soldiers from the small 
garrison at Quiooche, arriving at the 
American camp at San Antonio, Chi- 
huahua, last Thursday evening, gave

WOULD BUILD NEW ROAD 
AND GIVE IT TO STATE 


Necessity for the Extension 

of the State Road to the 
Sea Is Discussed by Mr. 
Henderson. 


J. A. J. Henderson, president of the 
Ocilla Southern railroad, running from 
Nashville, Berrien county, to Perry, 
Ga., a prominent industrial builder of 
south Georgia, is the head of a com- 
pany which submitted yesterday morn- 
ing to Chairman Candler, of the West- 
ern-and Atlantic Railroad commission, 
through their attorneys, H. J. Quincey, 
of Ocilla, and S. G. McLendon; of At- 
lanta, a proposition to extend the state 
road from Atlanta to St. Marys and 
Jacksonville. They offer to back their 
Proposal with adequate bonds. 

Speaking of the offer, President J. 
A. J. Henderson, after leaving the pro- 
posal for the consideration of the com- 
mission, discussed the matter enthu- 
Siastically. Mr. Henderson is a remark- 
able man, having himself accumulated 
& large fortune in industrial enter- 
prises in south Georgia, and being es- 
teemed ‘as one of the most active and 
enterprising citizens of south Georgia. 

What Henderson Says. 

In speaking of the Proposal to ex- 
tend the state road to the sea, Mr. 
Henderson gaid:

“The selection of the committee, all 
from the middle and western side of 
the state, carries with it the idea that 
the legislature had in mind to extend 
the state road to the sea.

“The people when they named the 
Western and Atlanta railroad, had in 
mind that it should be connected with 
the sea.

In the language of the 
great W. H. Felton, who said in the 
halls of the old capitol when leasing 
the road thirty years ago, ‘Itisa great 
property—the greatest in the _ state, 
which will be still greater yrhen it is 
extended to the sea, which will be at 
some future day—making it an inde- 
pendent line.’ 

“The legislatures from then until 
now haye had in their minds the ex- 
tension. Committees have been ap- 
pointed for the purpose of looking into 
this extension. Reports are on the 
journals of the house giving certain in- 
formation. The end of the present lease 
is near. The extension of the road to 
the sea is a proposition which every 
man in the state ought to Study for 
himself, whether he is a common la- 
boring man or one of the biggest tax- 
payers in the state. This is true be- 
cause it is a proposition which affects 
every person in the state of Georgia 
more or less. 

No Cost to State. 

“The state can build the road to the 
sea without costing it one dollar. Some 
have suggested that the state take its 
convicts and build it. I helieve the 
convicts are doing the right thing in 
building up the highways. iet them 
Stay at. that ‘work. So let's meet the 
proposition squarely and fairiy. (et 
the free labor of our state do it—giving 
them work at such times as this would 
mean untold benefit to the _ people 
throughout the state. Georgia can 
build and maintain this road¢«without 
any cost to it. If it is worth from 
$16,000,000 to $25,000,000 at present, it 
will be worth at the least calculation 
$75,000,000 when it is extended. At 
the rate the population and wealth is 
increasing in Georgia, especially in the 
southern portion of the state, with 
,aeep sea connections it would, without 
question, be the finest piece of prop- 
erty in the state, or in the south. Let 
the people of the state come together 
and say, ‘Yes, we will build to the 
sea.’ It would make the state richer, 
it would give employment to thou- 
sands of people, it would aid the tax- 
payers by increasing the common 
school] fund, and thus help pay for 
free school books and the expense of 
compulsory education which confronts 
us today. 

‘Does the working man of Georgia 
whd has to live by the sweat of his 
face, want this grand enterprise ex. 
tended to the sea to help him and his 
family? Do the taxpayers throughout 
the state want a piece of property 
turned over to them within the next 
thirty or fifty years without one dol- 
lar of cost to them that in all prob- 
ability will be worth $100,000,000? To 
build this road as outlined means a 
general revival in business throughout 
the state: it will cause other roads 
to be built and property developed all 
over ‘the state where things are now 
dormant. 

“Kor myself and associates I am sub- 
mitting a proposition to build this road 
and turn it over to the state of Geor- 
gia. guaranteeing that the road will 
not cost the state one cent of money 
in actual cash. I consider the prop- 
osition means more to the people of 
the state of Georgia now, and prob- 
ably for all time to come, than any 
other proposition. It is well worthy of 
our careful consideration and co-opera- 


tion.”

GERMANS CAPTURE 
FRENGH TRENCHES 
ON VERDUN FRONT 


According to Berlin, Entire 
System of Works on North 
Slope of Hill 304 Has Been 
Taken.

LOSSES OF THE FRENCH 
REPORTED VERY HEAVY 


Berlin Claims Capture of 
Over 1,300 French Soldiers. 
East of Hill 304 Paris 
Claims the French Retook 
Trenches From Germans. 


London, May 8.—An entire system of 
trenches on the northern slope of Hill 
304 northwest of Verdun has been cap- 
tured by the Germans, according to 
Berlin, and the French in the fighting 
suffered extraordinarily heavy casual- 
ties. In addition forty officers and 
1,280 soldiers were taken prisoners. 

Paris reports that to the east of the 
hill the Germans were driven from a 
communication treneh which they pre- 
viously had penetrated, and that to the 
west of the hill a German § assault 
against French positions at Hill 287 
was put down. 

A heavy ‘bombardment is in progress 
against the Avocourt wood and the en- 
tire region of Hill 204, while to the 
east of Verdun and in the Woevre 
artillery activity continues vigorous. 
Around the Thiaumont farm, north of 
Verdun, a French attack broke down 
and 300 men were taken prisoners.

GERMANS WANT 
DEAD MAN HILL. 


Paris, May 8.—-After seventy-seven 
days of battle, the Germans are making 
a new attack before Verdun with an- 
other formidable army. Fighting al- 
most equal in violence to that of the 
beginning of March is in progress on 
both banks of the Meuse. 

The principal effort of the Germans 
is being directed against Dead Man 
Hill. Following the Napoleonic policy 
of attempting to turn what cannot be 
carried by frontal attack, the Germans, 
with a whole army corps, made the as- 
sault by way of the ravine between 
Hill 304 and Dead Man Hill, seeking to 
crush in the French line along a front 
of one and one-half miles. 

The ground there is favorable for at- 
tack and the French commander, aware 
of the weakness of the position, placed 
one of his best trained army corps at 
that place. This corps disposed of the 
initial attack without ceding any im- 
portant ground, but the battle is still 
raging. East of the Meuse the Ger- 
mans delivered four attacks on a front 
of 2,000 yards, each advance being 
made by a different Prussian regiment. 
The fighting there is as fierce as on 
the other side of the river and as in- 
conclusive. 

General Nivelle, whose promotion to 
the command at Verdun put him in 
charge at such a critical time, is a man 
of sixty. He comes from Tulle, in the 
Correze department. General Nivelle 
is one of the discoveries of the war. 
At the outbreak of hostilities he was 
in command of the fifth regiment of ar- 
tillery. General Joffre soon’ singled 
him out for a leading role. He was 
promoted to be general of brigade on 
October 24, 1914, and shortly after was 
placed in command of the Sixty-first 
infantry division. On December 23, 
1915, he received his three stars and at 
the same time was appointed command- 
er of the third army corps, 


FRENCH BREAK 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


Paris, May 8.—Fighting of great vio- 
lence occurred last night on the Ver- 
dun front. Furious German attacks 
near Hill 204 were broken by “the 
French, the war office announced to- 
day. 

The losses of the Germans are de- 
scribed as extremely heavy. 

The French attacked east of Hill 
304 and drove the Germans from a 
communication trench which they pen- 
etrated yesterday. East of the Meuse 
there was a series of night engage- 
ments. The Germans were driven from 
a trench south of Haudromont which 
they occupied yesterday and _ thirty 
men, including two officers, were cap- 
tured. 

The offensive movement yesterday 
covered a front of two kilometers be- 
tween Haudromont wood and Fort

Common Poiice Force

Systematic Effort to Defeat 
“Dry” Law Charged by Of- 
ficers¢ Who Capture 2,652 
Bottles of Liquor and Two 
Barrels of Beer. 


A carefully planned system, organized 
for the purpose of “beating” the pro- 
hibition law. was reveaied according 
to city detectives Monday night, when 
a house, said to be rented by Jim Dau- 
lis, on the Barwell road about a mile 
beyond the end of the West Hunter 
street car line, yielded the remnants 
of a distillery, 2,652 pint and half-pint 
bottles of whisky and two barrels of 
beer. 

Jim Daulis is the same man who was 
arreSted several nights ago by Ser- 
geant Waggoner’s “whisky squadron,” 
at which time several hundred gallons 
of whisky were confiscated at his res- 
taurant 199 Peters street. The officers 
believe that he has been keeping the 
Barwell road cottage as a store place 
with the restaurant as a distributing 
center. 

The raid of the Barwell road house 
was one of the most spectacular 
“staged” since the inauguration of the 
detective department’s whisky cam- 
paign and was participated in by Ser- 
geant Waggoner and Detectives Hamby, 
Vickery, Shaw and Maddox. 

Woman Is Arrested. 

At the house the officers arrested 
Mrs. Edna E. Street, or Edna Mobley, 
aged 22, of 98 Ridge avenue, and an old 
negro woman, Frances Cody, aged 76, 
who has been keeping house with the 
girl for Daulis, according to their 
statements. 

When the detectives arrested Daulis 
at the Peters street restaurant several 
days ago, they were told that he was 
rénting a house on the outskirts of 
the city where he Was storing and even

Reaching the house Sergeant Wag- 
oner after knocking on the front door 
was finally admitted by Mrs. Street. 

When told what the officers wanted, 
Mrs. Street, who at first said that her 
name was Mrs. Jim Daulis, permitted 
the detectives to search the premises, 
stating that if there was any liquor 
around the place she did not Know it. 

After searching for almost an hour, 
the officers were about to give up, 
when Detective Vickery found a trap 
door on the back porch. Under the 
porch there was another trap door, 
concealed by a layer of sofl. 

About two feet under the loosely- 
thrown earth this second trap door 
was found. When raised, a_ 50-foot 
well, which at first seemed half full 
of dirt, was discovered. 

25 Feet of Booze. 

Climbing down into the hole, the 
officers found that what they thought 
was about 25- feet of dirt was really 
25 feet of whisky. 

There were 52 sacks in all, each 
sack containing 50 bottles, about half 
of them pints and the other half half 


pints. 

In Officers Shaw and 
Maddox had gone further under the 
house and had struck a tunnel, the 
entrance being boarded over. After 
following a winding passage through 
the earth they came out ina little 
cellar-like room dug under the house, 
directly beneath the dining room. 

There they found what looked to 
be the remnants of a whisky “still,” 
which apparently had only recently 
been despoiled. They were told laser 
that revenue officers had found it 
several months ago and had confiscated 
the main parts of it. 

The fireplace was still there, as 
were three heavy iron bars, which 
the officers found had served as rests 
for the worm part of the apparatus. 

Up from the fireplace into the real 
fireplace in the dining room ran a 
pipe to get rid of the smoke from the 
“still” tnrough the house chimney. 

Off from the “still” room ran an- 
other tunnel, which led three or four 
feet into the center of the yard. It 
contained nothing, and the officers 
thought probably that it ha@d been used 
as a storeroom. 

Beer Is Found. 


Not satisfied with what they had 
found, the detectives went into the 
garret of the house, where the beer, 
over 200 bottles, was found, as well 
as several pints half pints of 
whisky. 

Two trips from police headquarters 
to the lonely cottage had to be made 
by the patrol wagon, which could not 
take all the liquor in one load. 

Before the officers had finished with 
their raid, hundreds of people at- 
tracted by the unusual sight of auto- 
mobile lights way off at the side of 
the road had gathered, watching the 
raid. 

All through the proceedings the girl 
remained calm and composed. She had 
put on her hat, and was ready to ac- 
company the officers to headquarters 
when they had finished their work. 

She and the negro woman were 
taken to police station to appear as 
witnesses at the trial of Daulis, which 
comes up Wednesday He is now out 
under a $500 appearance bond await- 
ing trial. 

Before leaving the house, the name 
of another man said to have been con- 
nected with the place was obtained 
by the officers, but at a late hour last 
night he had not been apprehended. 

“In my opinion,” said Sergeant 
Waggoner last night, “Daulis has been 
operating ocr having operated a still 
at that place, and has been using it 
as a storing place for his whisky, with 
the restaurant on Peters street as a 
distributing point.

President Tells Anti-Mili- 


War May Lead the Nations 

to Organize Such a Force. 
PROPER PREPAREDNESS 

_ NECESSARY FOR NATION 


If Its Voice Is to Count in 
Peace Conference—Prepar- 
edness Not Militarism and 


ing Not Contrary to Ameri- 
can Tradition. 


Washington, May 8.—Hope that at 
the end of the present war the nations 
of the world would undertake a joint 
effort to keep the peace, backed by a 
common polidée force, was expressed by 
President Wilson today in an inter- 
view with a committee of the American 
Union Against Militarism which called 
to protest against his preparedness pro- 
gram and advise him that they had 
found a fear of militarism in the coun- 
try west of the Alleghenies. 

The president told his callers that a 
helpless nation would be negligible in 
a conference to establish the founda- 
tions for peace. He said there was a 
difference between preparedness and 
militarism, that the country was in no 
danger of the latter, and in response 
to a question declared that compulsory 
military training was not contrary to 
American tradition. 

The committee insisted that on ac- 
count of his office the president most 
frequently addressed audiences from 
the upper classes and that the re- 
sponses he rrecefved upon the proposal 
to increase the military were mislead- 
tng him as to the true sentiment of the 


country..’* 

" Can't Even Guard Border. 
President Wilson told the committee 

that while America’s traditions were 

anti-militaristic they were not those 


ing United States army was not large 
enough to safeguard the Mexican bor- 
der, and it had ‘been found necessary 
to prepare the navy to deal with tre- 
mendously increased tasKs quite inde- 
pendent of war. 

The committee was headed by Miss 
Lillian D. Wald, Rabbi Stephen S. Wise 
and Amos R. E. Pinchot, of New York 
City; A. A. Berle, of Cambridge, Mass., 
and John <A. MecSparran, legislative 
chairman of the National Grange, who 
presented a memorial setting forth that 
while the union did not stand against 
psane or reasonable preparedness nor 
for peace at any price, it was convinced 
that the big army and navy programs 
were a menace to democracy. The pres- 
ident was informed that these views 
had teen voiced in great meetings in 
ten cities of the middle west and had 
met with enthusiastic indorsement. 

When the spokesman of the delega- 
tion had supplemented their memorial 
by brief speeches the president replied. 

What the President Said. 

The president said in part: 

“T have never dreamed for a moment 
that America as a whole, its rank and 
file, had got any military enthusiasm 
or militaristic spirit, and I think that 
it is very necessary, in order that we 
should work this thing out wisely, that 
we should carefully discriminate be- 
tween reasonable preparation and mili- 
tarism: because if you use the two 
words interchangeably, then, of course, 
the reasonable things that we ought to 
do take on a wrong and sinister ap- 
pearance and we seem to be working 
for the wrong things when we are in 
reality only working for the right— 
that is, the necessary things that are 
unavoidable in the circumstances. I 
think it would be a disservice not to 
recognize that there is a point of rea- 
sonable preparation, and that you Can 
go to that point without changing the 
spirit of the country or violating its 
traditions. For the traditions of the 
country have not been those of a mili- 
tary helplessness, though they have 
been those of an anti-militarism. 

“The currents of opinion, or, rather 
the bodies of opinion in this country, 
are very hard to assess. For example, 
Mayor Mitchel, of New York city, and 
a group of gentlemen associated with 
him made a tour not unlike that which 
you made and had meetings, and they 
came back and reported in the most 
enthusiastic terms a unanimous opin- 
ion, not for universal military service, 
but very distinctly for universal mil- 
itary training, which, of course, is a 
very different thing. 

Military Training and Authority. 

‘Now, I quite see the danger that 
Mr. Pinchot perceives in the laws that 
he referred to, because they seem to 
associate military training with pub- 
lic authority and to draw that training 
into some sort of connection with mil- 
itary organization. It is not incon- 
sistent with American tradition that 
everybody should know how to shoot 
and take care of himself; on the 
contrary, that is distinctly implied in 
our bills of rights, 
to carry arms is reserved to all of us. 
There is mo use carrying arms if you 
do not know what to do with them. 
I should say that it was not incon- 
sistent with the _ traditionS of the 
country that the people should know 
how to take care of themselves; but 
it is inconsistent with the traditions 
of the country that their knowledge 
of arms should be used by a govern- 
memtal organization which would 
make and organize a great army sub- 
ject to orders, to do what a particular 

roup of men might at the time think 
t was best to have it do. That is the 
militarism of Europe, where a few

“The night passed quietly on the re- 
mainder of the front except in the re- 
gion of the wood of Remieres and the 
wood of Joury west of Pont-A-Mous- 
“oto where our artillery was very ac- 
tive. 

“Two German aeroplanes have been 
brought down as a result of aerial en- 
counters in the region of Verdun. One 
of them fell not far from Ornes, and 
the other, seriously damaged, was com- 
pelled to land south of Azannes.” 

The offieial communication issued by 
the war office tonight reads: 

“On the left bank of the Meuse the 
bombardment continued with the same 
violence against Avocourt wood and 
the whole region of Hill 304. A Ger- 
man attack, launched during the course 
of the afternoon against our positions 
at Hill 287, west of Hill 304, was stop- 
ped by our curtain of fire and the fire 
of our machine guns. 

“On the right bank and in the 
Woevre the artillery action was quite 
active. Our batteries effectively can- 
nonaded enemy encampments north- 
west of Euvezin and south of Thiau- 
court. 

“The day was comparatively calm 
on the rest of the front.” 

The Belgian official communication 
reads: 

“In the region of Dixmude the Ger- 
mans twice essayed last evening and 
this morning to renew the intense 
bombardments which have character- 
ized the last few days. The entry into 
action of our batteries of all calibers 
quickly put a stop to these two at- 
tempts.” 


TRENCHES TAKEN 
BY THE GERMANS. 


Berlin, May 8.—(By Wiireless.)—In 
the recent fighting on the Verdun front 
the Germans captured an entire sys- 
tem of trenches on the northern slope 
of Hill 304, the war office announced 
today. 

The statement follows: 

“Western front: The operations wést 
of the Meuse (Verdun front) during 
'recent days have been carried out prin- 
cipally by brave Pomeranian troops. 
They were attended by great difficul- 
ties, but with moderate losses, were 
successful. Notwithstanding the tena- 
cious defense and furious counter at- 
tacks of the enemy, the Germans took 
an entire system of trenches on the 
northern slope of Hill 304. The Ger- 
man lines reached the top of the height. 
The enemy suffered extraordinarily 
heavy losses so that only forty un- 
wounded officers and 1,280 soldiers 
were captured by us. Attacks by the 
enemy on our positions on the west- 
ern elope of the hill were repulsed 
everywhere with heavy losses. 

“East of the Meuse, on both sides 
of Thiaumont farm, there was bitter 
fighting. The enemy, along with other 
troops employed negroes in the fight- 
ing east of the farm. The attack broke 
down and 300 men were made pris- 
oner. In the engagements mentioned 
fresh French troops were recognized. 

‘In the Meuse sector the enemy has 
employed 561 divisions, including divi- 
sions which were used a second time 
after being brought up to full strength. 
This means fully twice the forces put

“Eastern and Balkan fronts: The 
situation is unchanged.” 


_There are about 12,000 men in a divi- 
sion so that according to the German 
statement the French have employed 
more than 600,000 men in the battle 
of Verdun. It has been generally be- 
lieved that the number of troops used 
by the Germans was much in excess 
of the 300,000 or so indicated in to- 
day’s official report. 


ARTILLERY ACTIVE 
ON RUSSIAN FRONT. 


Petrograd, May %8.—(Via London.)— 
The following official communication 
was issued today: 

“Our artillery caused a conflagra- 
tion at Illukst and prevented efforts 
by the Germans to extinguish it. An 
explosion followed in some of the Ger- 
man munition depots. At 1 o’clock yes- 
terday morning the Germans fired in 
gusts on the sector south of Illukst 
sive. Their attemps were without suc- 
cess. 


“The Germans also violently bom- 


| parded the sector north of Lake Ilsen, 


southwest of Dvinsk. In the region 
south of Vishneff since the morning of 
the 7th the Germans have been contin- 
ually firing, sometimes by gusts. 

“Two German aeroplanes threw eight 
bombs on the village of Liachovichy. 

“Northwest of Kremenetz we explod- 
ed a mine which destroyed an enemy 
mine gallery. 

“In Galicia, south of Zebroff, north- 
west of Tarnopol, our men, crawling 
by war of a crater of a mine towards 
an enemy post, overwhelmed the enemy 
with grenades, driving him from his 
fortification works. 

“On the Black sea yesterday the 
Turkish cruiser Breslau bombarded 
Europatoria, an unfortified health sta- 
or (in the Crimea north of Sebasta- 
pol). . 

“In the Caucasus region in the direc- 
tion of Erzingan, the Turks, ag the re- 
sult of our fire, retreated, evacuatin 
the whole of their first line trenches. 


TURKISH REPORT 
ON OPERATIONS. 


Cormtantinople, May 8.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The following statement on mil- 
itary operations was issued today by 
the Turkish war office: 

“On the Irak and Caucasus fronts 
there is nothing important to report. 

“On May 6 two enemy aeroplanes 
threw ten bombs on a ship cruising 
near Akke-Bahr, slightly injuring one 
soldier. Off the Island of Imbros, a 
monitor and a cruiser, supported by the 
observation of aeroplanes, threw forty 
shells on the environs of Seddul-Bahr 
without effect. One of our aeroplanes 
hit an enemy cruiser with two bombs. 
The cruiser, wrapped in smoke took 
to the open sea. 

“Off the beach of the Island of Kim- 
sten, a monitor, a torpedo boat and 
two enemy aeroplanes’ opened fire 
against some coast points, but were 
obliged to cease their fire owing to 
the reply of our artillery. The mon- 
itor and torpedo boat were hit.” 


AUSTRALIANS 
REACH FRANCE. 


London, May 8.—Australians and New 
Zealand troops have arrived in France 
and have taken over a portion of the 
front, 
statement tonight. 


ITALIANS SHELL 
AUSTRIAN LINES. 


Rome, May 8.—(Via London.)—The 
war office communication issued to- 
day says: 

“In the Adamello zone our artillery, 
which had been transported to the 
summit of Lobbia Alta, at an altitude 
of 3,196 metres, yesterday destroyed 
enemy defense works on Col Topete. 
From positions further in the rear our 
medium caliber artillery cannonaded 
enemy lines in the valley of Genova. 

“Along the whole front in Trentino 
and in the upper Adigo there is in- 
creasing activity on the part of the 
opposing artillery. There. have been 
lively infantry combats on the Marmos 
lada, on Col Falzarego and at Cukla, 
in the Plezzo basin. The enemy was 
everywhere repulsed, leaving prisoners 
in our hands. A quantity of arms and 
ammunition was left before our Cukla 
position. 

“A strong squadron of our aviators 
yesterday flew over the Adige valley 
and dropped numerous bombs on Mat- 
tarello and Callinoa, where enemy 
troops were concentrated. All the aviz- 
tors returned safely, though they were 
persistently atacked by anti-aircraft 
guns. 

“An enemy squadron flew over the 
plain of the lower Isonzo dropping 
bombs, but caused neither material] 
damage nor casualties.” 


GERMANS ENTER 


BRITISH TRENCHES. 

London, May 9.—The British official 
statement on the campaign in France 
geads: 

“There was some activity last (Sun- 
night at various points east of

, construction of post roads. The bill as 
, introduced called for an appropriation 
‘of $75,000,000, but an amendment call- 
ing for the expenditure of $10,000,000 
for construction of roads in national 
forests was adopted. 

A fight led by Senator Smoot, of 
Utah, to extend the credit of the United 
States to the states for construction 
of roads by them was lost 47 to 20. 

The bill appropriates $5,000,000 for 
the year ending June 30, 1917, with 
increasing appropriations -until 1921, 
when the entire amount is to have been 
spent. The money is to be apportioned 
by the secretary of agriculture accord- 
ing to the terms of the bill, on a basis 
of one-third in the ratio of the area 
to which the states bear to the total 
area of the country, one-third in the 
ratio of the population and one-third 
in the ratio which the mileage of rural 
delivery routes bears to the total mile- 
age in the country. ‘

Rain 
is sorely needed throughout the state 
and the entire southeast; and farmers, 
with others directly dependent upon 
the land and growing crops, are be- 
coming worried. 

The tota] precipitation from January 
1, 1916, to May 1 was 9.07 inches, 
whereas to be up to the normal aver- 
age for this district it should have 
been 19.51 inches. Thus it will be seen 
that Atlanta has enjoyed less than the 
normal share of downtall, and this con- 
dition, according to the records in the 
office of United States Weather Fore- 
caster Charles F. von Herrmann, ap- 
plies all over the state of Georgia, 
only toward the south it is worse, | 

Barring one shower on May 4, when 
.35 of an inch of moisture fell, not a 
drop of precipitation was recorded 
since April 22—a continuous drouth of 
twelve days. There is, however, hope 
in ht, says Mr. von Herrmann, for 
a disturbance is forming over Texas, 
moving eastward, and is due to bring 
rainfail upon, this immediate section 
about next iriday or Saturday. Until 
then, he predicts, the warm weather 


‘will continue. 


Kach Month Under Normal. 

Kach of the four months of the year 
thus far has been tar below normal, 
so far as precipitation goes. in Jan- 
uary the rainfall at Atlanta was 2.03 
inches, while the normal was 5.31; 80 
that month left just 2.78 inches be- 
hind normal. During February Atlanta 
had 3.19 inches, and should have had 
ey or 1.60 below the average. March 
brought only 1.84 inches of rain, where- 
as it shoula have been 56.78 to Sustain 
the average record of the month. Dur- 
ing Apri: still less reli—1l.o1 inches— 
and, since the normal is 3.63 incnes, 
the city iost 2.12 inches of moisture 
for that month. May, to date, has 
done nv better proportionately, but the 
weather man.is optimistic. 

“The effect upon the crops through- 
out Georgia,” said Mr. von Herrmann, 
“has been bad. Especially have the 
wheat and oat crops suffered from lack 
of moisture. At the same time it has 
prevented the cotton seed from ger- 
minating well. The farmers put the 
seed in the ground in good shape, but 
a great deal of it has not germinated, 
and many of the planters are debat- 
ing whether to re-seed their? fields or 
wait a little longer until a rain shall 
come—which it surely will—and dem- 
onstrate whether or not the seed is still 
good or has died in the ground from 
want or moisture. : 

“My advice to them would be to wait 
awhile, because from every indication 
we shall have a good rain here within 
a few days, and very probably, by 
waiting, the farmers will be saved 
much cost in labor and unnecessary 
cotton seed. 

“Pastures have suffered from the dry 
spring, also. And this has proven more 
serious than many would suppose, be- 
eause stockmen have relied upon 
abundant pasturage right now to graze 
their herds upon, and the matter of 
feed right at this time is of importance 
and in this vicinity there is being ex- 
perienced some difficulty in the proper 
feeding of stock. 

“On the other hand, however, condi- 
tions have been fine for farm work— 
for proper seeding and cultivating. As 
to- the cotton yield for the year, I am 
not worried, for my experience has 
been that a dry April and May means a 
big cotton crop. This, because when 
these months are exceptionally dry the 
cotton plant develops a deep root sys- 
tem, so that when showers do finally 
come—which they invariably do—the 
plant is able to respond quickly, and 
finally makes a big yield.” 

Dry Spell Far From Record. 


Although Atlanta has had a twelve 
days’ dry spell prior to May 4, and it 
seemed a long period, it was compara- 
tively a short one when compared with 
other droughts in the history of the 
city. True, it was the longest period 
without precipitation since 1910, when 
there was not a measureable degree of 
moisture fell from March 12 to April 
4—a period of 24 days. In 1897 there 
was a total drought from May 15 to 
June 1—18 days—and there have been 
other periods of freedom from rainfall 
ranging from 15 to 20 days in length. 

The longest drought in the history of 
the weather bureau here—which was 
installed in 1879—was in the autumn 
of 1904, when there was no precipita- 
tion from September 5 to November 1, 
a drought of 58 days’ duration. Then, 
however, little damage was done to 
crops, owing to the lateness of the 
season. 

Thus. far this has been a bad year

for h growers, and the crop will 
tar short of no the state over. 
There have been a few bad freezes 
which came at just the time when the 
greatest damage would rypewenate | re- 
sult. On Ma 16 and 17 were‘killing 
frosts which destroyed, it is officially 
estimated, between 25 and 30 Pt cent 
of the peach crop in the Fort V 
district. On April 10 was another 
which did correspondingly great dam- 
age in the north and northwestern parts 
of the state. 

In the district covered by the local 
weather branch bureau all sorts of 
crops, including.corn and truck. vege- 
tables have, it is true, suffered, first 
from retarded seed germination and 
growth due to cool weather, and is 
suffering now from want of rainfall; 
but the condition is not such yet as 
to occasion great alarm, Mr. von Herr- 
thet se ints out, especially in view of 
he relief he predicts toward the end of 
the current week. 


Over Country As Whole. 


Taking the country as a whole, the 
spring thus far, meteorologically, has 
not been a favorable one for crops of 
various kinds. In the southeastern 
States, while the weather has been fa- 
vorable for work in the cotton fields, 
it has been much too cool for the prop- 
er germination and growth of the 
owe and in some sections, as has 

een pointed out, the soil has been too 
dry for best results. In the lower Mis- 
Sissippi valley, according to reports 
from the department of agriculture, 
cutworms also have done and are 
doing considerable damage. 

Cutworm damage, too, is reported 
quite general throughout the corn belt, 
and cool weather throughout the south 
and middle states has interfered mate- 
rially with the proper germination 
corn’seed and has retarded the growt 
of that which did germinate. 

The weather hag been favorable for 
the development of winter wheat, and a 
general improvement in that crop is 
reported from most sections, although 
some damage has been done by the 
green bug and by the hession fly fs the 
southwest. 

Cold and stormy weather in the ex- 
treme northwestern states delayed to a 
marked extent the preparation of the 
ground for seeding of spring wheat, to 
the end that this work is reported at 
least two weeks later than in the av- 
erage run of seasons. The department, 
too, has received some complaints thaé, 
probably due to haste necessitated by 
the retardation of season, the ground 
in many instances and localities has 
been poorly prepared. In the southern 
part of the spring wheat region the 
seed is reported germinating well and 
the plants making good progress. 


Northeast Cold and Wet. 


In the extreme northeastern states 
the ground has been too wet for plow- 
ing for and seeding spring oats, and the 
oat crop is reported to havé been un- 
favorably affected by drouth in the 
southern states. In the central part of 
the country, however, the department 
reports indicate that the oat crop is 
promising—the seed starting well and 
making a fair growth. 

California is dry, and the drouth is 
having a deleterious effect upon all 
grain crops in that state. In the upper 
Pacific coast region the barley and 
other cereal crops are coming along 
fairly well. 

Truck crops, potatoes, etc., are re- 
ported “quité variable,” the country 
over. Some damage has been done by 
frost. Growth has been retarded by 
cold weather in all central districts, 
and the lack of rainfall, the govern- 
ment bureau says, “has been damaging 
in the extreme south and southeast.” 

Fruit prospécts generally, with iso- 
lated exceptions like the harm done the 
peach crop here by frost, are reported 
“very satisfactory.”

TEXT OF NOTE 
SENT TO GERMANY. 


Following is the text of the Amer-

“The note of the imperial Ger- 
man government under date of May 
4, 1916, has received careful consid- 
eration by the government of the 
United States. It is especially 
noted, as indicating the purpose of 
the imperial government as to the 
future, that it ‘is prepared to do its 
utmost to confine the operation of 
the war for the rest of its duration 
to the fighting forces of the \bellig- 
erents’ and that it is determined 
to impose upon all its commanders 
at sea the limitations of the recog- 
nized rules of international law 
upon which the government of the 
United States has insisted. 

“Throughout the months’ which

SCRUPULOUS 
COMPLIANCE. 


“Accepting the imperial govern- 
ment’s declaration of its ndon- 
ment of the policy which has so 
seriously menaced the good rela- 
tions between the two countri 
the government of the Unite 
States will rely upon a scrupulous 
execution henceforth of the now 
altered policy of the imperial gov- 
ernment such as will remove the 
principal danger to an interruption 
of the good relations existing be- 
. tween the United States and Ger- 
many. | 

“The government of the United 
States feels it necessary to state 
that it takes for granted that the 
imperial German government does 
not intend to imply that the main- 
tenance of its newly-announced 
policy is in any way contingent 
upon the course or result of diplo- 
matic negotiations between the 
government of the United States 
and any other bdelligerent govern- 
ment, notwithstanding the fact 
that certain passages in the impe- 
rial government’s note of the 4th 
instant might appear to be suscep- 
tible of that construction. 

“In order, however, to avoid any 
possible misunderstanding, the 
government of the United States 
notifies the imperial government 
that it cannot for a moment enter- 
tain, much less discuss, a sugges- 
tion that respect by German naval 
authorities for the rights of citi- 
zens of the United States upon the 
high seas should in any way or in 
the slightest degree be made con- 
tingent upon the conduct of any 
other government affecting the 
rights of neutrals and non-com- 
batants. Responsibility in such 
matters is single, not joint, abso- 
lute, not relative.” 


STATEMENT BY 
LANSING. 


Mr. Lansing’s statement, made pub- 
lic after the note was on its way to 
Berlin, follows: 


“The greater part of the German an- 
swer is devoted to matters which this 
government cannot discuss with the 
German government. The only ques- 
tions of rights which can be discussed 
with that government are those arising 
out of its action or out of our own, 
and in no event those questions which 
are the subject of diplomatic ex- 
changes between the United States and 
any other country. 

“The essence of the answer is that 
Germany yields to our representations 
with regard to the rights of merchant 
ships and non-combatants on the high 
seas and engages to observe the rec- 
ognized rules of international law 
governing naval warfare in using her 
submarines against merchant ships. So 
long as she lives up to this altered 
policy we can have no reason to quar- 
rel with her on that score, though the 
losses resulting from the violation of 
American rights by German submarine 
commanders operating under the for- 
mer policy will have to be settled. 


U. S. TREATY 
WITH BRITAIN. 


“While our differences with Great 
Britain cannot form a subject of dis- 
cussion with Germany, it should be 
stated that in our dealings with the 
British government we are acting, as 
we are unquestionably bound to act 
in view of the explicit treaty en- 
gagements with that government. We 
have treaty obligations as to the man- 
ner in which matters in dispute be- 
tween the two governments are to be 
handled. We offered to assume mu- 
tuaily similar obligations with Ger- 
many, but the offer was declined. 
When, however, the subject in dispute 
is a continuing menace to American 
lives it is doubtful whether such ob- 
ligations apply unless the menace is 
removed during the pendency of the 
proceedings.” 

The treaty with the British govern- 
ment referred to is the convention ne- 
gotiated by former Secretary Bryan, 
under which the two nations agreed 
that any dispute arising shall be sub- 
mitted to an investigating commission 
for one year before entering into hos- 
tilities. An offer to enter into such 
a treaty for Germany brought a re- 
quest for information, but formal nego- 
tiations never were instituted. 


NOTE MAY END 
DISCUSSION. 


-The hope that the note might end 
the discussion regarding the conduct 
of submarine warfare tonight was en- 
tertained by some officials and by per- 
sons in close touch with affairs at the 
German embassy. Should this prove 
true, no more ships carrying Ameri- 
can citizens being sunk in violation 
of the principles of international law, 
the way would be cleared for renewal 
of negotiations for settlement of the 
Lusitania, Arabic, Sussex and other 
cases growing out of illegal subma- 
rine attacks. 

In other official quarters, however, 
there apparently was uncertainty re- 
sult which the note might have. A new 
crisis, it was pointed out, would arise 
should Germany make a rejoinder to 
the communication and insist that its 
new policy is contingent upon the 
United States making certain demands 
upon Great Britain.

derstand militarism to be. But a na- 
tion acquainted with arms is not a 
militaristic nation, unless there is 
som y who can by an order de- 
termine what they shall all do with 
that force. think we ought to be 
very careful not to let these different 
things seem as if they were the same. 


How Much Preparation. 


“When you come to ask how much 
preparation you can make that surely 
is a matter of judgment, and I do not 
see how you can find an absolute 
standard upon which to determine 
that question. Take Mr. Eastman’s 
suggestion that we might have some 
arrangement by which the border of 
Mexico can be patrolled: There are 
not men enough in the existing Amer- 
ican army to patrol that border. That 
is the mere ysical fact. When 
things are at sixes and sevens in a 
neighboring country, as in Mextfco, and 
everybody apparently a law unto him- 
self, there are not men enough to 
safeguard that border! And yet it is 
the right thing to do to keep the dis- 
orders of one country from flowing 
over to disturb the peace of another 
country. That is not militarism; that 
is necessity. I do not need to tell 
you that I am just as much opposed 
to militarism as any man living—I 
think it is a deadly thing to get into 
the spirit of a nation, and I do not 
think there is the slightest danger of 
its getting into the spirit of this na- 
tion—only I have ¢o determine a very 
practical problem. I have to determine 
how large an army is not unreason- 
able for the United States. The largest 
army proposed, that of the Chamber- 
lain bill, is 250,000 men, and as com- 
pared with any European gtandard, 
that is extremely small in a nation of 
@ hundred millions. So that unless 
you regard it as a prophecy, there is 
nothing extravagant in an army of 
250.000 men. 

“The traditions of the American peo- 
ple have always been for a very pow- 
erful navy. We have never been jeal- 
ous of the navy even in our most sen- 
sitive movements.” 


The Naval jncreases. 

One of the members of the commit- 
tee asked if the navy had not been in- 
creased tremendously. 

“Not tremendously,” Mr. Wilson 
plied. “You see our tasks have in- 
creased tremendously; the amount of 
sea that we have found it necessary 
to police, to take care of our distant 
possessions and ibe ready for exigencies 
of the most rr kind, quite inde- 
pendently of war, has increased tre- 
mendously. So that I earnestly hope 
that we may not antagonize reasonable 


protection in our effort to avoid mili-. 


tarism. I do not think it is going to 
need any very great effort to avoid 
militarism, because I quite agree with 
you that there we have got the senti- 
ment of a great body of people behind 
us, and that, after all, is all that we 
care about. 

“As to the general thing we are all 
most profoundly interested in, and 
that is peace. We want the peace of 
the world. Now, I do not know, I can 
not speak about what 1 am going to 
speak about with any degree of con- 
fidence—I do not suppose any man can 
—but a nation, which by the standards 
of other nations, however mistaken 
those standards may be, is regarded 
as helpless, is apt in general counsel 
to be regarded as negligible; and when 
you o into a conference to establish 
foundations for the peace of the world, 
you must go in on a basis intelligible 
to the people you are conferring with.” 

A committeeman interposed to say 
that he was in London in 1895 at the 
time of the Venezuela complications 
and heard it said that if America had 
a great navy President Cleveland’s 
message would have been regarded as 
an attempt at bullying, and unques- 
tionably would have led to war. 


“This Is Year of Madness.” 


“But this is not the year 1895,’’ re- 
plied Mr. Wilson. “This is a year of 
madness. It is a year of excitement, 
more profound than the world has ever 
known before. All the world is seeing 
red. No standard we have ever had 
obtains any longer. In the circum- 
stances it is America’s duty to keep 
her head, and yet have a very hard 
head; to know the facts of the world 
and to act on those facts with re- 
straint, with reasonableness, without 
any kind of misleading excitement, 
and yet with energy, and all that I am 
maintaining is this, that we must take 
such steps as are necessary for our 
own safety as against the imposition 
of the standards of the rest of the 
world upon ourselves. 

“We have undertaken very much 
more than the safety of the United 
States; we have undertaken to keep 
what we regard as demoralizing and 
hurtful European influences out of 
this hemisphere, and that means that 
if the world undertakes, as we all hope 
it will undertake, a join teffort to 
keep the peace, it will expect us to 
play our proportional part in mani- 
festing the force which is going to 
rest back of that. In the last analysis 
the peace of society is obtained by 
force and when action comes—it comes 
by opinion, but back of the opinion is 
the ultimate application of force. The 
greater body of opinion says to the 
lesser body of opinion, ‘we may be 
wrong, but you have to live under our 
direction for the time being, until you 
are more numerous than we are.’ That 
is what I understand it amounts to. 

“Now, let us suppose that we have 
formed a family of nations, and that 
family of nations says, ‘the world is 
not going to have any more wars of 
this sort without at least first going 
through certain processes to show 
whether there is anything in its case 
or not. 

Must Make “Shall” Bite. 

“If you say, ‘we shall not have any 
war,’ vou have got to have the force 
to make that ‘shall’ bite. And the 
rest of the world, if America takes 
part in this thing, will have the right 
to expect from her that she contrib- 
utes her element of force to the gen- 
eral understanding. Surely, that is 
not a militaristic ideal. That is a 
very practical ideal.” 

Miss Wald asked if this logically 
would not lead to a limitless expansion 
of America’s contribution. The pres- 
ident replied: 

“Well, logically, Miss Wald, but I 
have not the least regard for logic. 
What I mean to say is, I think in 
such affairs as we are now discussing 
the circumstances are the logic. 
Now, quite opposite to anything 
fear, I believe that 
comes to combine its force for the 
purpose of maintaining peace, the in- 
dividual contributions of each. nation 
will be much less, necessarily, than 
they would be in other circumstances; 
and that all they will have to do will 
be to contribute moderately and not 
indefinitely.’’ 

Miss Wald remarked that the navy 
seemed committed to a policy of huge 
increase. 

“Just let me say there 
really has not been any material 
change,” the president said. “The only 
difference is this: We have been going 
on from year to year making certain 
additions determined upon that year, 
all along looking forward to a series 
of years. Now, all that we have done 
is to evolve the rest of the program. 
It is not altered to any extent.”

Irish Member Hurls Word 


at Asquith About Dublin 
Executions — Ex-Minister 
Sullivan Has Been Re- 
leased. ° 


London, May 8.—The Irish question 
was again raised in the house of com- 
mons today by Laurence Ginnell, na- 
tionalist, who attacked the government 
last week on account of the putting to 
death of leaders of the Dublin uprising. 
In reponse to a question from Mr. Gin- 
nell, Premier Asquith said he could not 
give an undertaking that no more men 
would be put to death, before oppor- 
tunity was given for a discussion of the 
matter in the house of commons. 

On receiving this reply, Mr. Ginnell 
shouted: 

“Murder! Murder!” 

John Redmond, the Irish leader, put a 
question to Mr. Asqntith in which he 
suggested that the continuance of mil- 
itary executions in Ireland was causing 
rapidly increasing bitterness and ex- 
asperation among a section of the pop- 
ulation which had no sympathy with 
the insurrection. He askea whether, 
following the precedent set by Gen- 
eral oBtha in South Africa, the premier 
would cause a stop to be put to execu- 
tions. 

Mr. Asquith replied that from the 
very first Mr. Redmond had been urg- 
ing upon the government arguments 
which had not fallen on unwilling ears 
in favor of clemency for the rank and 
file. Mr. Asquith had to say that Gen- 
eral Botha in South Africa, the premier 
al communication with the cabinet on 
the subject. He had great confidence, 
the premier said, in the general’s dis- 
cretion. General Maxwell's instructions, 
which conformed to his own judgment, 
were to sanction the infliction of the 
extreme penalty as sparingly as possi- 
ble and only in the cause of responsible 
persons guilty in the first degree. 

Mr. Asquith said no one was more 
anxious than the members of the gov- 
ernment or General Maxwell himself 
that these cases should be confined 
within the narrowest limits and ~that 
executions should cease as soon as pos- 
sible. The course to be adopted with 
regard to the rank and file was at pres- 
ent being considered anxiously by the 
cabinet. Steps had ‘been initiated to 
ascertain whether government . 0offi- 
cials were implicated. 


FOUR MORE LEADERS 
HAVE BEEN EXECUTED. 

London, May 8&.—lKour more of the 
leaders in the Irish revolt have been 
sentenced to death by the Dublin court- 
martial and executed, according to an 
official statement issued tonight. They 
were Cornelius Colbert, Edmund Kent, 
Michael Mallon and J. J. Heuston. 

Nineteen others concerned in the in- 
surrection were sentenced to death, but 
the sentence was commuted to various 
terms of penal servitude. On _ three 
others prison terms were imposed. Two 
were acquitted. 


EX-MINISTER SULLIVAN 
HAS BEEN RELEASED. 


London, May 8.—James M. Sullivan, 
former United States minister to Santo 
Domingo, who was arrested following 
the recent uprising in Ireland, noti- 
fied the American embassy here from 
Dublin today that he had been released. 


Dublin, May §8.-—It is officially an- 
nounced that James M. Sullivan was 
released to full liberty two days ago. 


SINN FEIN CHIEF 
HAS BEEN ARRESTED. 


Dublin, May 8.—(Via London.)—John 
MacNeall, president of the Sinn Fein 
volunteers, who disappeared on the day 
the Irish disturbances began, has been 
arrested. On the Saturday before the 
trouble started he sent out a notice 
postponing indefinitely the parade of 
volunteers arranged for Easter Sunday.

U-BOAT TORPEDOES 
BiG LINER GYMRIC 


White Star Steamship Was 
Nearing England With 
Munitions When Attacked. 
Fate Not Yet Known. 


Queenstown, May 9.—(Via London.)— 
The Cymric was torpedoed at 4 o’clock 
Monday afternoon. It is reported that 
she is still afloat and is proceeding 
to an Irish port. 


London, May 8—The 13,000-ton 
White Star Liner Cymric, which for 
some time has been engaged in freight 

rvice, has been torpedoed by a Ger- 
man submarine, according to advices 
received here. One report says that 
the Cymric was attacked in the At- 
lantic. The information of the White 
Star company at Liverpool is that the 
steamer was torpedoed about noon to- 
day. 

The Cymric left New York April 29 
with an enormous cargo of war muni- 
tions. As she usually makes the voy- 
age from New York to Liverpool in ten 
days she was, therefore, within a day 
or two of her destination. It is con- 
Sidered probable, in the absence of 
definite details, that the disaster oc- 
curred off the west cost of Lreland, but 
whether on the northerly or southerly 
route cannot be stated. 

Whether the Cymrie went down is not 
yet known, although an early message 
received in London reported that she 
was sinking. The crew numbered 100 
men, but the steamer carried no pas- 
sengers. 

The Cymric was for years in the pas- 
senger service between New York and 
English ports. 


No Americans Among Crew. 

New York, May 8.—No word has been 
received at the offices of the White 
Star line here, it was said, concerning 
the steamer Cymric, which cable dis- 
patches from London reported to be 
sinking, when the offices closed to- 
night. 

The Cymric left New. York April 29 
with a cargo of munitions and war sup- 
Plies, including 8,900 cases of car- 
tridges. She was commanded by Cap- 
tain F. B. Beadnell and had a crew of 
over 100 men. She carried no passen- 
gers. 

J. J. Macperson, British vice consul 
here in charge of shipping, said that 
as far as he knew there were no 
Americans among the crew. The Cym- 
ric, he said, arrived here with a crew 
of 110 men. Twelve deserted and eight 
were taken on. In addition to the 
crew, five distressed British seamen, 
who had been ill here, were on the 
steamer.

Galgate, from Portland, Ore., January

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THE CREMATORY MUDDLE. 

Atlanta finds herself in an unfortunate 
predicament in being compelled to with- 
draw some $60,000 from much needed city 
improvements in order to meet the bill for 
the new crematory; and yet now that the 
city has been declared legally liable not 
only for the cost of the plant, but for heavy 
interest charges and other extras, there is 
nothing to do but pay it and get rid of it. 

It avails nothing now, of course, to say 
that if the plant had been properly in- 
spected in the first place, accepted and paid 
for, the city would have been $60,000 better 
off today, and there would have been no 
needless sacrifice of the important improve- 
ments which that sum would have made. 
The damage has been done and Atlanta 
must pay the price. 

The city cannot hope to accomplish any- 
thing by further protesting against the in- 
evitable. Mayor Woodward's sincerity in 
the matter is no more to be questioned than 
his error. He made a mistake in the crema- 
tory matter and, as it turned out, an unfor- 
tunate one for Atlanta; but he cannot ex- 
pect to remedy it by placing further obsta- 
cles in the way of a final settlement of the 


whole crematory muddle. 


The United States court, after a long in- 


‘quiry, has found against the city, and the 
consent judgment to which the mayor ob- 
‘jects was taken simply in pursuit of that 


decision. 
‘mayor obstinately insists that no portion of 


The city must phy, and if the 


the debt can be carried over to next year, 
‘then there is nothing to do but get the 
money from the only obtainable source and 
settle the bill. That is what council has 
done, withdrawing the amount needed from 
certain improvements which were scheduled 
for the current year. 

The whole unfortunate crematory mud- 
dle is just another striking evidence of At- 
lanta’s antiquated and inefficient govern- 
ment system. If it’s not the crematory, it is 
going to be something else that will be con- 
tinually bobbing up to keep us in a munic- 


_ipal stew, and to cost us money that might 


better go into needed city improvements. 
It is surprising that incidents of this sort 
do not stir council to speedy action in the 
matter of providing for municipal govern- 
ment under a better ahd more efficient 


charter. 

Everybody knows and admits and none 
better than the members of council them- 
selves, the weaknesses of our present gov- 
ernment system. The city will never be rid 
of them short of an out and out new char- 
ter, whether under the commission or cen- 
tralized form, or along the lines of the pres- 
ent plan. 

Recognizing Atlanta’s need, it igs difficult 
to understand what possible objection can 
be held fo the preparation of two charters 
as proposed in the Dunlap resolution, and 
letting the people decide which they want. 

That is‘all that has been asked or pro- 
posed. If anything is to be done about it, 
it should be done at once. The legislature 
meets. now in less than two months, and 
the charter committees must have time in 
which to do their work. 

These charter committees should be at 
work now. If many more days are lost it 
will mean a year lost in the establishment 
of economic and efficient government for 


Atlanta. 


THE “GERMAN” SHAKESPEARE. 


Germany has taken Shakespeare for her 
yery own. Eminent German literary author- 
ity says that this is as it should be, for in 
England they have had “Shakespeare reviv- 
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als” at intervals, whereas in Germany he 
has never needed any “reviving,” but ‘has 
held his_owh unceasingly. . 

“Germany deserves Shakespeare and Eng- 
land doesn’t,” is the way they put it, Ger- 
many being the most appreciative of his 
genius. 

“Another German delusion,” is the com- 
ment of the English critics, like that of the 
prospective crowning of the kaiser in West- 
minster Abbey as “Emperor of Europe!” 
But nothing daunted by such Shakespearean 
passages as: 


“This England never did, and never shall 
Ide at the proud foot of a conqueror.” 


Germany has adopted Shakespeare “for 
all time.” 


TAKING OUT WEAK LINKS. | 
In a letter from a tourist, Stephen J. 
Ellison, of Minneapolis, Minn., who has just 


traversed much of the Dixie Highway | 


through Tennessee, Georgia and Florida, 


, makes clear in today’s Constitution that un- 


less certain counties do their part of the 
work in making a good through route of the 
whole, there is going to be material change 
in the planned routes. 

“What a pity it is that a great highway 
should be so badly marred by just a few 
bad links!” says Mr. Ellison. Herein he 
strikes the keynote of the whole Dixie High- 
way situation. 

It was by advice of other tourists who 
had made the test, that in returning north 
he went by way of Rome, Gadsden, Hunts- 
ville and Nashville, rather than Chattanoo- 
ga, in order to avoid the almost impassable 
roads through the Cumberland mountains 
just to the west of that city. 

These three Tennessee counties are the 
weak link in the western Dixie Highway 
chain, and that break may cost Chattanooga 
the western division of the Dixie Highway, 
for the travel is now turning steadily to the 
Rome, Gadsden and Huntsville route be- 
cause of better road conditions. 

Identically the same problem confronts 
the counties between Atlanta and Macon. 
On the western division, via Griffin and 
Barnesville, Clayton county has apparently 
made no effort to put in condition the 
ugliest stretch of road on that whole sec- 
tion, but it now promises to get to work. 

One or two other short sections on this 
route need immediate attention. On the 
western division, through McDonough and 
Jackson, practically nothing has yet been 
done. 

Unless these counties wake up and im- 
prove their roads to better travelable con- 
ditions by the coming fall, they may expect 
to be eliminated from the Dixie Highway. 

Promises of immediate improvement on 
those portions of the highway from Jack- 
sonville to Waycross, and from Jacksonville 


by Brunswick to the Glynn county line, are: 


encouraging. These two short sections 
probably constitute the worst roads now 


| encountered on the Dixie Highway from one 


end of it to the other. As Mr. Ellison says, 
whichever of these roads is done first will 
get the business. Western tourists, anxious 
to motor to the south and into Florida, are 
awaiting definite information. Keen com- 
petition should insure the completion of 
both of them by early fall—the season when 
the greatest travel will be moving. 

Any highway is as weak ‘as its weakest 
link. A short stretch of bad road on an 
otherwise desirable route will, more quick- 
ly than anything else, shunt tourists off to 
other roads and in other directions. 

We must build and strengthen the con- 
necting links! 


RUSSIA’S FAR SWEEP.

The New York 
Times says that Russian man-power out- 
numbers that of Germany and Austria-

sum of Great Britain, France and Italy.” 
Here is the extent of Russian accomplish- 
ments to date: 


Russian soldiers are now holding 
more of the iron ring around Germany 
than all the rest of the Entente together, 
nearly two miles for one. They are 
holding one front of 700 miles in the 
east. hat is their own. They are driv- 
ing a wedge through the Turkish em- 
pire, and may even penetrate Mesopo- 
tamia from the north. And now they 
will take-part in the great decision on 
the western front. 

The number of Russian troops landed 
in France is unknown. Russia could 
send several millions and still have all 
that she could employ herself on the 
eastern front. And, whereas at one stage 
of this war’s experience the importance 
of the man seemed diminished and that 
of means increased, recent events, es- 
pecially at Verdun, have restored the re- 
lation to almost what it was before. 
Rifles and machine guns are ultimately 
the effective weapons, and it becomes 
again a question of men. 


And Russia has the men, and The Times 
says that by virtue of her ability to supply 
them in great numbers “Russia will more 
affect the outcome than she was at first 
expected to do,” and consequently she will 
have a greatef influence in the peace 
councils.

I never made a more pleasant trip, and I 
am writing to express my appreciation to 
The Constitution for the great work it has 
done in behalf of good road development in 
which Georgia is leading the union. 

What a pity it is that a great highway 
should be so badly marred by just a few 
bad links! 

I refer particularly to the ugly stretch 
in Clayton and Jones counties, in Georgia, 
which I understand will either be put in 
good order, or a new route to Savannah will 
be established by Eatonton and Milledge- 
ville.

Editor Constitution: I read with much in- 
terest your editorial in Sunday’s Constitu- 
tion on the increase in rates on Georgia 
products contemplated by the railroads, espe- 
cially as to meats and live stock. I want 
to congratulate you on this article and on 
the stand you are taking, and assure you 
that our association is with you in your ef- 
forts to “keep the rates down. 

It does seem that after the many 
spent by the railroads employing demon- 
stration agents, live stock agents, etc., and 
the money and time they have spenf in 
building up. this interest, now that their 
work is beginning to show, that they would 
certainly see the imadvisability of raising 
reight rates and killing the very business 
they are trving to build up. 

Only a short time ago, when this in- 
creased freight rate was first mentioned, I 
had some correspondence with a Florida 
man who wanted pure bred registered bulls, 
but as soon as the first article was pub- 
lished about the increase in rates, he wrote 
me that until this matter was decided that 
he would not buy anything. 

I do not doubt that there are a great many 
others who feel the same way, and I sin- 
cerely trust the railroad commission will not 
allow any increase in rates, and the rail- 
roads themselves will see what effect it will 
have and not ask for it. 

Mississippi, one of the southern § states 
which has made the greatest strides in di- 
versification of crops and building up the 
live stock business, has passed laws govern- 
ing intra-state shipments on commodities, 
live stock, etce., that are doing more good 
to build up their state than any thing that 
could be done. Instead of crippling their 
industries, they are building them up. 

If there is anything we can do to pre- 
vent these increased rates, please advise and 
we stand ready to lend you every assistance 
possible.

low the business of cattle raising. 

Of course, they also know that as soon 
as farmers begin to sell they will have a 
second haul of the animals to some other 
point. The business should have a sort of 
“milling-in-transit rate’ and be encouraged 
by the lowest charge that can possiblv be 
made. 

I, for one, certainly appreciate the strong 
stand that you have taken in every depart- 
ment of the cattle industry, to push forward 
its rapid growth.

Methodist Church Union 


Editor Constitution: I thank you most 
heartily for your thoughtful and sane edi- 
torial, “Methodist Union,” which appeared 
in your valuable paper of the 7th instant. I 
have the privilege of being a member of the 
Methodist ‘Zpiscopal church, south. I have 
the honor to be a ministerial member of 
the North Georgia conference, and I am now 
Pastor of the First church, Rome, Ga., one of 
the leading churches in the connection. There- 
fore, I have no small concern in the matter 
of union between the great American Meth- 
Odist churches. Personally, I would be de- 
lighted to see union effected at the earliest 
possible date. I think, as you do, that this 
apy of the Church as a Body” ought to 

ave been consummated long ago. I receive 
the report from the Saratoga. conference 
sn a deep sense of pleasure. I have felt 
flic some years that the division and con- 
ict of the Methodisms involves economic 
waste and fosters sectional and unkindly 
feelings which are unjustifiable. I am de- 
cidedly in favor of union. There are many 
of my brethren, especially among the young- 
€r members of the Methodist ministry, who 
are also emphatically in favor of union. I 
trust you will allow me now to make a few 
further statements which may help to make 
clear the status of American Methodism, and 
let those who are not on the inside see why 
these great religious bodies preaching the 
Same doctrines and following practically the 
Same ritual and administrative policy have 
not been able to unite in one organic eclest- 
astical entity before this late hour. 

Cause of Break. 

1. In your comment you say: “The orig- 
inal division of the church, due to the ques- 
tion of slavery, antedates the civil war; 
hence the northern and southern Methodist 
Episcopal church.” 

The casual reader, unacquainted with the 
facts of history, might infer from your words 
that “slavery” was the cause of the separa- 
tion or division of Methodism into two great 
bodies. However, in sheer justice to all 
concerned, it should be distinctly understood 
that “slavery” was not the cause of the sep- 
aration, but merely the occasion of bringing 
out divergent interpretations of a constitu- 
tional question fundamental to the Method- 
ist episcopacy. 

was not the fact of slavery that the 
southern Methodists refused to repudiate, but 
abiding by the original idea of the episco- 
pacy as set forth in the fundamental law of 
the church, they insisted upon the invalidity, 
the injustice, the illegality of the demand 
made by the northern members of the gener- 
al conterence which sought to deprive a 
bishop of his office without due process. It 
was not a certain view of “slavery,’ but a 
certain view of the episcopacy, which really 
furnished the cause of the separation of 
American Methodists. 

. Let it be understood by all, both, in 
and outside of Methodist circles, that in the 
civil hitigation involving the rights of prop- 
erty as disputed between northern and south- 
ern Methodists during the dark days of 
Strife after the civil war the courts of the 
states and even the supreme court of the 
United States sustained the pleas and peti- 
tions of the southern Methodists. at ie 8 
matter of history that this litigation neces- 
sarily brought before the courts the conflict- 
ing theories and interpretations of the two 
eclesiastical bodies. concerning their consti- 
tutional authority and functions, and the 
courts found favorable to the southern view. 
The inquisitions of the United States su- 
preme court inferentially, collaterally, liter- 
ally buttress the position and view of Meth- 
odist constitutionality held by southern Meth- 
odists. 

Southern Church Has Acted, 

3. I gives me great pleasure that your 
great paper has found it of interest and im- 
portance to call public attention to this Sar- 
atoga report looking toward unity. The 
splendid work in that direction done by a 
duly authorized commission of our church 
was embodied in a report which was almost 
unanimously passed by our great general 
conference held in Oklanoma City two years 
ago. An elaborate plan was worked out in 
detail, and this plan was duly and properly 
forwarded to the Northern General confer- 
ence, and in its consideration that body has 
made the deliverance you have noted. South- 
ern Methodists are not averse to unity. The 
movements seem to be all too slow, but there 
can be little haste in the process these mat- 
ters must take. Let us hope amicable and 
feasible plans may be devised by which to 
effect the pleasing aim. 

. However, it is necessary for those 
not familiar with the legal phases of the 
movement to be patient while the plans are 
being formulated and approved by the Meth- 
odist parties directly concerned. Do not al- 
lew tardiness in consummating the perfec- 
tion of the plan to leave the impression that 
union is not desired, or that it is never 


‘to be accomplished. The day will come when 


conflict and competition will cease. I may 
say just here that the constitution of both 
the great Methodist bodies make it necessary 
for this matter to be acted upon first in 
general. conference, then pass down to the 
several annual conferences for ratification, 
and then again return to the general con- 
ferences for final ratification. Constitution- 
al changes are of course difficult to make. 
It takes a large percentage of an originat- 
ing general conference to start the move- 
ment to legal consummation. It then takes 
a large measure of unanimity among the 
annual conference members to return the 
matter with approval to the next quadrennial 
general conference. It is two years now un- 
til the Southern General conference is to 
convene. If the matter *°could possibly get 
in form to go down from that body to 
southern Methodism, it would not be possible 
to get back to the general conference un- 
der four years. That is six more long years 
of waiting. Even then, if, 
or for several reasons, the proposed plan 
failed to secure the legal majorities in the 
conferences, which it might not do for some 
single feature, the same course would have 
to be taken again, and then another long 
wait of not less than six years more would 
ensue. Such tedious processes are weari- 
some. but it is the Methodist law, and union 
can never come by any other method. It 
may seem needless delay to such as are used 
to local independence ecclesiastically, put 
Methodism is a great connectional body, an 
organization of individuals, conferences and 
officials, and its fundamental law prescribes 
the manner of procedure for all changes in 
both law and doctrine. We must be law- 
abiding. Some, indeed many, of our Meth- 
odists, both north and south, want union, 
but it can not be attained in a day. Time 
will evolve the best type of Methodist body 
the world has ever seen out of this present 
American Methodism. 
The Negro Problem. 

5. Perhaps few outside of Methodism 
have any idea of the many knots of difficul- 
tv, the really seriously embarrassing fea- 
tures that confront the one who would unify 
all Methodists. I-shall merely mention one 
thing: The “Negro Problem” is with us 
yet. Now, it is the occasion of hesitancy 
for those of at the south. Here is the status: 
The northern Methodist church has many 
negro members. In the west and north 
these are indiscriminately enrolled on the 
church registers with the white membership. 
There the colored brother has equal property, 
public worship and churchly function with 
the white. They belong to the same church, 
they sit in the same pew, they have the same 
preacher, they commune at the same altar, 
In the south, separate churches are main- 
tained for the colored brother by the north- 
ern Methodists. Here the negro has his 
own church, negroes preach to negroes, ne- 
groes are not members of white churches. 
The one point of contact is that certain 
home mission funds are used to aid the col- 
ored brother, and the white bishop is sent 
down from the north to reside in this section 
and superintend the work among the negroes. 
The southern Methodist church gives aid to 
the work among the negroes in the south, 
but it dispenses these donations largely 
through certain schools and colleges which it 
maintains, or aids in maintaining, for the 
benefit of the negroes. It has no negro 
membership. None of its bishops have any 
authority over any negro preacher, or negro 
church. There is yet a wide difference in 
the views held by southerners’ and the 
brethren from the north touching the various 
phases of the negro problem. Precisely here 
is a snag in the efiort to legislate 
unity the two great Methodist bodies. 

6. J] believe that I will venture to assert 
that a new day is about to dawn. I am sure 
that there are fewer Methodists at the north 
with the views of the negro that were held 
there forty gears ago. J am sure that there 
are fewer men among us in the south who 
have no other reason for refusing to seex 
union than that “Mason and Dixon's Line” 
runs between us and those who are making 
such beautiful overtures from time to time. 
Union will come; but before it comes, there 
will have to be a marked change in the 
constitutional view of the episcopacy, That 
change will have to come by alteration of 
this fundamental law eithersby the north or 
the south. I trust it may come by a change 
of view at both points of the compass. I 
also believe that union can not, and ought 
not to to, come until there is some modern 
and generally improved and unified method 
of helping the negro Methodists devised and 
approved by all concerned. Union of Meth- 
odism will come. . But let’s be sure that it is 
union cemented by real unity.

JOHN BROWN. 
By GEORGE FITCH 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash* 


This is the birthday of John Brown, a 
plain man with plentiful whiskers, who was 
born in Connecticut in 1800, acquired twenty 
children, and some debts, became a crank on 
abolition, and was finally hanged for at- 
tempting to lick the government. 

A great many men have gotten themselves 
hanged on one pretext or another ‘without 
any profit to themselves or to posterity, but 
Nathan Hale and John Brown are about the 
only two Americans who have won immor- 
tal fame in-this painful manner. Brown was 
an abolitionist long before abolition became 
stylish. He spent most of his time preach- 
ing and fighthing against slavery, picking 
up a living for his family in his odd moments. 
He became a nuisance on the subject. He 
was unreasonable. Almost everyone told him 
that slavery was wrong and that if he would 
wait a few hundred years the country would 
become civilized without causing any trouble 
or ill-feeling. But Brown didn’t want te 


| 


He became a nuisance. 


wait. He was too impatient to wait a few 
hundred years. All cranks are impatient. 
A crank is a man who stands alone and tries 
to haul the rest of the world up to him in- 
stead of walking comfortably back and join- 
ing the mob. 

John Brown trained his children to get 
along on two meals a day and to fight for 
abolition and moved out to Ossawatomie. 
Kansas, where he had a chance to get into 
two battles before breakfast and one before 
supper regularly. In Kansas, the federal 
troops preserved order among the anti-slav- 
ery men, while the pro-slavery men murdered 


them and burned their homes. This irri- 
tated Brown to such an extent that he de- 
cided to bust ‘the government. Gathering 
twenty-two men and some women, he went 
to Harper’s Ferry, Va., and attacked the 
United States of America on the left flank. 
He fought well, and if he had had 60,000 
more men might have accomplished some- 
thing. As it was, he was wounded, captured 
and hanged as an undesirable. 

Most of us are worth more dead than 
alive. So it was with John Brown. He was 
laughed at when alive and people declared 
that it was a shame that he shoud waste time 
jawing about the slaves, while his family was 
short a full dozen pairs of shoes. But when 
he died, his soul climbed out of his ragged 
clothes and started marching on: and in less 
than six years, Brown, had he lived, would 
scarcely have been considered a progressive. 

John Brown monkeyed with a great idea 
until it killed him, but he was great enough 
himself not to mind this slight mishap and 
he died with such dignity that it made a lot 
of living cowards envious. Incidentally, he 
demonstrated that hanging is a better receipt 
for immortality than shooting; for two of 
his sons were shot by his side at Harper's 
Ferry and history has not even preserved 
their first names.

Mr. Davis made an interesting ad- 
dress to the committee_on the work and 
Plans of the Georgia chamber’s com- 
mittee, of which he is chairman, and 
Mr. Hazelhurst’s report, weighty with 
splendid facts, was listened to with 
marked interest. Following its deliv- 
ery and general discussion by the com- 
mittee, upon motion by Walter P. Tay- 
lor, Chairman Hazelhurst and President 
Haden, of the Georgia chamber, each 
were authorized to appoint a commit- 
tee of three, representatives of the two 
chambers of commerce, to meet with 
the state higkbway commission commit- 
tee of the state county commissioners, 
the object being for these three com- 
mittees and bodies to agree upon a 
state highway commission bill.

That condition is indicative of a yield of 
15.1 bushels an acre, compared with 16.2 
bushels harvested last year and 19.0 bush- 
els in 1914. 

The large reduction in acreage sown last 

fall was attributed partly to unfavorable 
weather for seeding, tangled condition of 
much corn land which otherwise would have 
been sown to wheat, some fear of the 
Hessian fly and to large supplies of wheat 
on hand. ; 
A wet, Wa fall, causing poor seed beds 
and poor start for wintertng resulted in a 
low condition this spring. Much of the 
crop was sown late and the Hessian fly 
was reported present and active in many 
sections of the southern part of the winter 
wheat belt. Climatic ¢onditions were hard- 
er on late sown, the winter covering was 
lighter than usual, and tne injury from 
freezing and thawing greater than in pre- 
vious years.

The advance started from a p@ice rumor 
and it proceeded from rather general buy- 
ing of the outside public, plus the buying 
that came from shorts covering. No new 
statistical development, no unfavorable 
news from the new crop and no change in 
the financial situation has occurred during 
that period. Affairs are unchanged; the 
prices have changed. The spot holders even 
in the hope of peace have hesitated to sell, 
and congestion of the market followed. 
Today established new high levels. 

Of course, in seeking the reason for this 
advance the bulls talk loudly of the im- 
mense consumption ability of American 
mills, but we knew on January 1 that 
American mills would consume about /7,- 
500,000 bales, and we do not know more 
than that today.

If we make 
the comparison of Europe, eliminating Bre- 
men and Hamburg stocks alone, we find 
Great Britain has on shore and afloat 804,- 
000 bales of American cotton, against 1,051,- 
000 on the same date in 1914 and 1,149,000 
on the same date in 1913—a shortage of 
only 250,000 to 350,000 bales. On the con- 
tinent, again excluding the two German 
ports, the amount ashore and afloat foots 
up 655,000 bales today against 470,000 on 
this date in 1914 and 484,000 on the same 
date in 1913. Surely the amount that suf- 
ficed them on continent in times of peace 
should be ample for these times of war.
